Of all the district roads the 
oue from Busta to Baliapal was in charge of the Executive Engineer of the Balasore Divi« 
ion, and repaired by him at the cost of the Road Fund. ‘The Committee have this year 
adopted a new ‘system of repairing the roads which will improve their condition 
materially. Formerly they used to make annual allotments more or less for all the roads in 
their list, the consequence of which was that the most important ones could not be through 
repaired, and the others remained almost in the same state. An attempt to maintain a wed 
seuber of roads, without improving any one of them materially, results in a.mere waste of 
money. Being couseious of this, the Road Cess Committee have weighed the usefuiness of the 
roads, and at a recent meeting resolved, jirst to lay their hands on the most important 
‘ones. The eurrent year’s budget was preparéd on this principle. This is no doubt a 
pre right direction, snd I am’ sure, ill raise the conditions of the roads. ‘The case of 
the Chandbali rogd deserves a passing notice here. In its No, 1381, dated 81st May 1881, 
Jssued from the Public Works Department, the Government of Bengal sanctioned a’ grant~ 
sent of Rs. 50,443, to the Road .Cess Committee for construction of this road. Out of 
this amount Rs. 39,152-1-7 was recovered by the Committee up to the close of the last year 
to meet the expenditure made on it by the Public Works Department during 1882.88 esa 
7883-84, In his No, 211B, dated 9th July 1885, the Accountant-General called upon the 
District Road Committee to pay Rs, 13,211-4-8, the expenditure made in 1884-45. But.as 
there was » balance of Rs. 11,290.14-5 only from the aforesaid grant available for expenditure, 
you ware requa ted in this office No. 203, dated 28th August 1885, to move Government 
to make her grant of the surplus Rs, 1,920-6-8. .But again the Accountant-Gei , 
Gemands a further sum of Rs, 9,802-15-1 exponded on the eoad during 1884-85, ‘The 
natter will be shortly taken into consideration by the Road Qess Committee; but im’ all 
probability they will express their inability to pay so large an amount, lishited as their 
‘Fesoirces aro, and request Government to pay it, ‘The Executive Bugineer of the Acquapadas.
